The Fascist press in Rome said it 
was merely a continuation of 
Ethiopian war “sanctions” against 
Italy and would prove as unsuc- 
cessful.

_. Judiciary Reform 

The fifty-seventh meeting of the Georgia Bar 
Association, to be held in Atlanta May 25-27, 
should be something more than just another 
annual convention attended by delegates from 
Georgia’s 159 counties. There are,far too many 
opportunities for genuine service to the people 
to permit this meeting to fall into that com- 
mon catagory. 

The lawyers, some 1,500 of them, who will 
attend the meeting have not lost sight of this 
fact. They have placed on the program, among 
other subjects, an “institute of administrative 
law.” This is the first time, according to Joseph 
C. Cumming, of Augusta, president, that such an 
institute has been conducted at a state conven- 
tion. The mere fact it was placed on the pro- 
gram after a widespread demand from the 
members of the association indicates an ever- 
increasing feeling of responsibility by the law- 
yers toward the people they serve. 

Another interesting part of the program will 
consist of a symposium on “the importance of 
an independent lawyer in a democracy.” The 
speakers will include six former governors of 
Georgia and the present chief executive. This 
portion of the program is deserving of special 
commendation. An independent lawyer, free 
from political entanglements and economic 
commitments, is not only important to democ- 
racy but essential to justice and the clients he 
serves. 

There remains, however, one particularly im- 
portant subject which seemingly will not be 
discussed. This is the matter of judicial reform 
—of vast importance to the people. On a few 
occasions during the past 57 years a number of 
far-sighted jurists and lawyers, members of the 
bar association, have been bold enough to point 
out the need for reorganizing the judicial 
branch of the state government. This resulted, 
however, in nothing more than the passage of a 
few well-intentioned resolutions, 

A century ago, members of the bar of Eng- 
land lost sight of the fact the courts had been 
set up in the interests of the people—not, as 
some of them thought, for the purpose of pro- 
viding a meal ticket for the barristers. There 
was, of course, some tall: then, as now, of re- 
form, but the members of the bar were loath 
to part with or modify what they considered 
their ancient rights and prerogatives. 

As time went on, however, the people became 
exasperated at long delays in the courts. So 
they took the matter out of the hands of the 
lawyers, who fumbled away a golden opportun- 
ity to popularize their profession. Under the 
guidance of a few far-sighted practitioners they 
eliminated much of the red tape which had en- 
tangled court procedure more and more 
throughout the centuries. Out of this action 
by the people came the Judicature act of 1875. 

There is unquestionably something wrong 
with the judicial system of Georgia. The rec- 
ord speaks for itself. As many as 4,500 cases 
have been decided by the higher courts in one 
year. The appealed cases per 100,000 population 
number four and five times as many as in most 
other states. 

This flood of business, it is said, comes up 
from the so-called city courts, which handle 
half the ‘peoples’ litigation. There are 75 of 
them. Each was created by a special act of the 
legislature. Each has its own rules of procedure. 
Out of this procedural jig-saw puzzle comes the 
multiplicity of cases on error which flood the 
higher courts. But is there any logical reason 
why the city court of Dalton, for example, 
should operate under different rules of pro- 
cedure than a similar court at Dawson, Ga.? 

On top of this and other weaknesses the 
system has no executive head. One court may 
be swamped, another doing nothing, at a given 
time. Nobody has the power to do anything 
about it, although both courts are supported 
out of the state treasury. 

Surely, with the lessons of the past to warn 
them, the members of the bench and bar will 
not delay until the people take the matter 
of judicial reform out of their hands.

Heartening News 


Approval by the senate of the Hill-Ramspeck 
amendment to the Wheeler-Truman transpor- 
tation bill is cheering news to the south and the 
west. The amendment provides there shall be 
no unlawful discriminations in freight rates 
and calls upon the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to investigate such alleged cases with a 
view to eliminating the discriminations. 

This is a practical step forward in the fight 
of the south to bring an end to unfair rate 
discriminations in favor of the competitive in- 
dustrial sections of New England and the east. 
It is a step forward more by reason that it puts 

_ the senate on record on the issue, and lays the 
matter squarely, and publicly upon the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, than because it 
creates any new laws or legal machinery. 

For, in all probability, the discriminations 
charged have, all along, been unlawful. They 
have, admittedly, been unjust and, as such, at 
variance with the fundamental purpose of the 
rate making powers of the I. C. C. 

For the same reason the I. C. C. has un- 
doubtedly long had all the authority needed 
to rectify the situation., The delay has prob- 
ably been caused by the tremendous range of 
the task and by the customary reluctance of 
all governmental agencies to launch disturbing 
reforms in business. 

Such actions as that of the senate strength- 
en faith that, ultimately, the south will win 
just treatment on shipment costs. When that 
time comes one of the greater handicaps to 
southern industrial expansion will have been 
removed. Not the only handicap, to be sure, 
but one of such importance that its removal 
will inevitably make easier the elimination of 
other handicaps to this region. 


Wrong Attitude 


The most important factor in forest fire 
control is attitude, Dean Paul W. Chapman, of 
the University of Georgia College of Agriculture, 
recently stressed before a meeting of the Geor- 
gia Forestry Association. Quoting figures of the 
United States Forest Service to show that this 
state ranks second in the nation in annual 
losses from forest fires, Dean Chapman stated 
half of the fires are caused by deliberate burn- 
ing of the woods; incendiarism and carelessness 
account for almost 75 per cent of the losses. 

He drew a conclusion: that these causes 
may be summed up as representing an attitude 
on the part of the people. In this connection 
he pointed out that fire prevention measures 
will never be very effective until the people of 
this state are determined forest fires should be 
prevented. When such an attitude is developed, 
then genuine progress in eliminating forest fires 
will be made. 


To attain this sort of right thinking on 
the part of the public, Dean Chapman advocat- 
ed public school courses in forestry as a means 
of developing appreciation of the forest re- 
sources of Georgia. The theory here is that ap- 
preciation of the forests as a great and impor- 
tant natural resource will go a long way in 

bringing about a change from the present care- 
less attitude. Besides the public school courses, 
Dean Chapman also suggests that much needs 
to be done in education of adult Jaymen. 


An. Excellent Publication 

The May number of “The Atlantian,” edited 
and published at the federal penitentiary in 
Atlanta, is from the press. Its excellent content 
is divided into three departments — articles, 
fiction and miscellaneous. 

The comments on “Rehabilitation,” occupy- 
ing the No. 1 spot in the magazine, indicate an 
advance point of view on the care and super- 
vision of prisoners when released. The Mother’s 
Day article and poem both are particularly 
good. 

In the department of fiction the short story, 
“Mr. Boggs Meets a Ghost!” compares better 
than favorably with the average short story of 
the day. Its locale is an imaginary small Geor- 
gia town. It is convincing enough in its ghost- 
ly flavor and characters and if read during the 
quiet hour of midnight will send a shiver or 
two down the spine. 

“Around and About,” a running comment 
on popular figures who lend themselves to spe- 
cial characterization, is bound to bring a smile 
to the sourest face. 

Those who have a hand in preparing the 
material, editing and printing this magazine 
each month, are deserving of commendation. 
It is an excellent publication.

COMPLICATIONS IN TRUCK FEES 
(From The St. Louis Post-Dispatch.) 


5 In the past eight years, St. Louis has received 
$55,000 as its share of the fees the city is sup- 


_ posed to collect from common carrier trucks oper- 


ating in or through the city. Frank J. McDeVitt, 
director of streets and sewers, estimates that prop- 
er enforcement of the fee law would have netted 
the city in the neighborhood of $150,000 a year. 
This is the background of the report that Illinois 
truckers raised a slush fund of $6.000 to be used 
in preventing enforcement of the law. 

Unfortunately, the lost fees seem now to be so 
much water over the dam. Major attention should 
be directed at an equitable revision of the law so 
as to do away with the invitation for slush funds 
and to remove needless barriers to interstate com- 
merce. 

These ends seem to be provided for in the bill 
pending in the house to revise the truck transpor- 
tation law. At least, it provides for a reciprocity 
agreement exempting from payment of the fees 
trucks which come from states which grant simi- 
lar exemptions to Missouri trucks. Since the IIli- 
nois law contains such a provision, the statute 
proposed for Missouri would virtually wipe out 
the barriers to the free flow of trade by truck 
between the two states. 

The higiways are to the truck lines what road- 
bed and trackage are to the railroads. To equal- 
I7* comoetition, trucks should be assessed a fair 
charge for use of the highways.

The 
President does not plan to lift a finger to support these bills and, 
just to underline the irony, may even make a gesture against them, 
such as publishing an adverse report from the Budget Bureau. But 
the ablest leaders of the house and senate economy blocs acknowl- 
edge that the bills will pass in somewhat amended form. Probably 
the sum authorized will be in the neighborhood of $300,000,000 and 
its expenditure will be limited to projects already investigated and 


approved, by PWA.

An- 
other break in government relations with the utilities; extended 
government competition with private power producers; an effort 
to seize control of strictly intrastate utilities companies—all these

Yet the truth of the matter is that the report originated in a 
memorandum by certain subordinate officials of the Federal Power 
Commission, which was discovered and given portentous currency 
by one of the many vendors of Washington dope to businessmen.

the national power facilities up to wartime needs. 


If it is acted on, 


it will have the effects predicted, and it must be admitted that it 
does not lack for support in certain New Deal quarters. 

On the other hand, however, the President’s power policy com- 
mittee states flatly that the memorandum is only one of 50 plans 
submitted to it, that it has not even received serious consideration, 
and that there is no thought of interrupting the present amiable 


co-operation with the utilities companies. 


In fact, their June in- 


terim report is expected to stress the need for making the co-opera- 
tion even closer. All of which seems to suggest the moral, “Never 
take a politician’s speech or a dope-sheet’s tip at its face value.”

SCRAP IRON. 

Reading a recent bulletin of the 
Southern Council on International 
Relations, prepared fortnightly 
and mailed at Chapel Hill, N. C., 
I came upon this paragraph: 

“The interests of the South in 
the Far Eeastern conflict are com- 
ing more and more to the forefront 
of public discussion despite divert- 
ing signals across the Atlantic. As 
the fighting drags into its 23d 
month, with approximately 2,000,- 
000 Chinese dead and wounded, 
and 675,000 Japanese dead and 
wounded, the people of the South 
are becoming more cognizant of 
their relationship to a conflict of 
tragic proportions. The relation 
of the South to China and Japan 
involves her regional share of 
trade, shipping, and business in- 
vestments, and her humanitarian 
interest in the welfare of the peo- 
ple of a war-racked country, in 
the maintenance of peace, and in 
amicable cultural and commercial 
relations with the Orient”. 

The bulletin goes on to point out 
that the South has a bigger stake 
in our Far Eastern trade than any 
other section of the United States, 
citing the fact that our most im- 
portant item of trade with Japan 
is raw cotton ($88 million in 1936); 
and leaf tobacco ($6 million in 
1936), being our most important 
commodity of trade with China. 
We bought $17 million worth of 
tung oil from China in 1936, and 
$100 million worth of raw silk 
from Japan in 1936. \ : 

Further along in the bulletin 
the figures are given on_ the 
amount of war supplies sold by 
the United States to these warring 
nations. In 1937 we sold China 
$8,000,000 worth of rifles, machine 
guns, shells, and submarine and 
aircraft supplies. The’ same year 
Japan’s purchases amounted to a 
million and a half dollars. Since 
June, 1938, Japan’s purchases 
have amounted to $6,000,000 and 
China’s $4,000,000. 

“Through such southern ports 

as Norfolk. New Orleans, Savan- 
nah, and Mobile, continually flow 
large shipments of scrap iron 
bound for Japanese gun factories. 
Japan can make much of her own 
war equipment as long as she can 
secure necessary raw materials. 
China, without manufacturing 
plants, mast buy finished articles 
which reach her armies by air, 
overland from Russia via the Sin- 
kiang motor roads, or over the 
Burma highway. The American 
people object to shipments of war 
materials to both China and Japan, 
etc.” : 
And as I finished a a 
bulletin, I went out cross the 
road infront of our home, and 
there I saw a second-hand truck 
broken down. It was loaded with 
scrap iron, gathered up, the driver 
told me, from rural communities 
in a neighboring county. He was 
on his way to Savannah. I asked 
him what it would be used for.

Something more than 50 per cent of America’s hospital beds 
are occupied by mental cases. 

That percentage, which has doubled in a few years, reveals a 
condition and a trend fearful and dreadful to contemplate. 

What does it mean? 

Does it mean that more of our people, for some unknown and 
mysterious reason, are losing their minds? Or does it mean that 
men of science, having more knowledge of mental disease, are able 
to recognize symptoms that formerly escaped notice? 

Both, perhaps. Yet it does not follow that our race has changed 
or become more subject to mental disorder. 

The more probable truth is that today’s extra mental cases 
would have lived out their days in apparent sanity under the con- 
ditions that prevailed thirty or forty years ago, and an equal 
number of those who seemed normal in those days would have 
become mental patients under present conditions. 

In other words, the weakness or tendency to break was equally 
frequent in both periods; and more breaks have occurred in our 
time because of a new and greater strain. 

The majority to which this applies are women. 

In other times, though trouble might haye- unbalanced their 
reason, such women lived sane and contented lives, free of dark 
anxieties and forebodings, because they had men to lean upon and 
felt safe. 
responsibility. The women had their duties and labors, but they 
relied on a man for guidance and protection. ; 

Of course there were other women, capable and strong, who 
stood alone or ruled the domain; but we are speaking of a tyre: 

And women of this type, burdened with the responsibilities of 
their new freedom, find life too complicated and difficult to bear.

Thus four of the five 
officers were saved, as Lieutenants 
John C. Nichols, of Chicago, and 
Robert W. Robertson, of Quanah, 
Texas, were rescued earlier. 

Nine in Poor Condition. 

Almost simultaneous with the 
“final” rescue, an indication came 
from Rear Admiral C. W. Cole, 
commandant of the Portsmouth 
navy yard, who directed the fight 
to save the Squalus’ crew, that the 
nine men brought up in the third 
trip of the diving bell were in 
poor physical condition. 

In a radio message Admiral Cole 
said: 

“Am sending nine men from 
Squalus for hospitalization and 
observation via Harriet Lane 
(coast guard cutter), arriving navy 
yard 1:30 a. m. daylight. Have 
ambulances.” 

Cheer upon cheer rose from the 
decks of the Falcon as the first 
seven survivors stepped yester- 
day into the free air. Each, as 
he was rushed quickly to a de- 
compression chamber, made his- 
tory. 

Not only was this the first time 
that the diving bell had been used 
for a wholesale rescue of men ac- 
tually trapped aboard a sunken 
craft, but also it marked thé first 
saving of men from a submarine 
crippled at such a depth as 240 
feet. 

Still ahead of the rescuers lay 
a grim task. High navy officials 
reiterated that divers would search 
each flooded compartment for the 
bodies of the dead, bringing them 
to the surface before the Squalus 
itself was pumped out and raised. 

Georgia Diver There. 

Benjamin G. Jones; of Man- 
chester, Ga., is one of the navy 
divers at the rescue scene. 

The rescue bell, which rose and 
fell on one mercy trip after an- 
other during the day, first was 
dropped over the side of the sub- 
marine rescue ship Falcon at 11:40 
a. m. (10:40 a. m., Atlanta time), 
little more than two hours after 
a diver first touched the Squalus. 

Approximately two hours later 
the bell brought the first seven 
survivors to the surface.

the rescue chamber behind him, 
were rushed into a decompression 
tank and then taken to a Ports- 
mouth hospital. | 

Sun Bursts on Scene. 

The scene was dramatic. Just 
as the bell broke the surface the 
sun came through the clouds, al- 
lowing Lieutenant Nichols to step 
through a hatch in the roof of the 
chamber into a spring-like atmos- 
phere. 

Overhead circled airplanes, ci- 
vilian and naval. Around the Fal- 
con, which raised and lowered the 
bell on a huge steel cable, a dozen 
ships stirred the surface. Many 
were civilian craft, but nearby 
was the huge bulk of the cruiser 
Brooklyn, and almost alongside 
was a sister ship of the Squalus, 
the Sculpin. Nearby too were 
navy tugs and active coast guard 
vessels. 

Other Ships Echo Shouts, 

From the decks of the Falcon a 
concerted shout broke from the 
rescue crew, while echoing shouts 
were heard from other vessels. 

‘Lieutenant Nichols brought 
word to his superiors that 25 men 
were still safe and breathing be- 
low, but said 27 others apparently 
had been trapped in the flooded 
after compartments. 

“Little hope is held that they 
are alive,” said an official navy 
statement issued soon after. 

_ Five hours later, however, a na- 
val officer announce. to newsmen: 
* “There has been a mistake. We 
have found one more man alive.” 

He was William David Boulton, 
seaman, from Luton, Iowa, first 
listed among the probable dead, 
but later brought to the surface 
on the second ascent of the div- 
ing bell. Thus the list of probable 
dead dropped from 27 to 26. 

Seven Minutes Going Down. 

Frank P. Miller, a Portsmouth 
navy yard diver, made the first 
descent to the Squalus at 10:15 
». m., landing on the deck even 
minutes later. 

“It was a tough dive,” he said. 
“The water was extremely cold. 
The submarine lay on her star- 
board side at a five or six degree 
angle. 

“I was down on the sub (con- 
necting the descending line for 
the diving bell to the forward tor- 
pedo room) only 15 minutes, but 
it took about 73 minutes for me 
to come up ard recover.” 

At 11:40 a. m. the rescue cham- 
ber was lowered, and at 1:18 p. m., 
the first ascent was started with 
seven survivors. It was 1:45 p. m., 
when Lieutenant Nichols stepped 
into free air and ine. 

Coffee, soup and blankets were 
carried down in the rescue bell on 
its first trip this morning, as one 
of the major complaints of the 
men below had been the cold. 
Even. on the surface the water 
temperature was around 35 de- 
grees. 

The rescue chamber—a huge, 
nine-ton affair—contained a cylin- 
drical chamber on a rubber suc- 
tion gasket base, which fitted 
against a wide skirt on the sub- 
marine’s rescue hatch. Once at- 
tached, the water between the bot- 
tom of the bell and the submarine 
was expelled by pumps. Then

DESCENT TO SUB 


Asserts Only Possibility for. 
Men Aft Was To Reach 


Escape Trunk. 


By FRANK P. MILLER, 
Diver at Portsmouth Navy Yard. 


PORTHMOUTH, N. H., May 24. 
(P)—I was the first diver to make’ 
the 240-foot drop to the submarine 
Squalus and spent 15 minutes 
hooking on the descending line to 
the forward torpedo room hatch 
where it was believed 33 men’ 
were alive. 

As I walked across the deck 
of the sunken craft noise or my 
heavy boots apparently penetrated 
to the men inside. At every step 
I could hear them tapping from 
within. Every time I moved, tap-/} 
ping was the answer. 

I heard no sound from the aft 
torpedo room. The only possibil- 
ity for the men in there to be 
safe was to have reached the 
escape trunk in the after torpedo 
room hatch, but I very much 
doubt if anyone of them made it. 

Although I was down on the sub 
only 15 minutes, it took about 73 
minutes for me to come up and 
recover. 

The water was extremely cold. 
It was a tough dive. The subma- 
rine lay on her starboard side at 
a five or six-degree angle. There 
was no damage apparent. It was 
very dark, but not dark enough 
to use marine lights. 

It took me five minutes to con- 


nect the downward cable from the’ . 


diving bell to the hatch. Coffee, 
soup and blankets were taken 
down in the bell and given to the 
men aboard the submerged vessel. 

Seven men came up in the first 
trip. They were all cold and 
shivering. Most of them could not 
speak for several minutes. A man 
named Preble seemed to be in the 
worst shape, but he proved to be 
all right after we warmed him 
up. None of the men that I saw 
appeared physically injured, but 
all were extremely cold. 

Other divers went down later 
and closed the induction valve 
which caused the accident.

MONTEZUMA, Ga., May 24.— 
Georgia products received an add- 
ed boost today, with the an- 
nouncement of the establishment 
of a $10,000 peanut-shelling plant 
in Macon county, between Monte- 
zuma and Oglethorpe. The plant 
will be built by the Kroger Gro- 
cery and Baking Company, opera- 
tors of 3,900 retail stores in the 
midwest and south, including the 
Piggly Wiggly chain. 

After completion this July, the 
plant will buy and process be- 
tween $300,000 and $400,000 of 
Georgia peanuts_a.year for distri- 
bution and sale through Kroger 
chain outlets and will provide 


assured, cash-on-the-barrel mar- 

ket for one of their most impor- 

tant crops. The plant will give 

work to approximately 60 persons. 
6,000 Tons Annually. 

The plans today call for equip- 
ment with a capacity of 6,000 tons 
of peanuts annually, with possi- 
bility of expansion if the com- 
pany’s volume of peanut products 
continues to grow as it has in the

“The manufacturers of these 
things,” went on the mayor, 
“frankly state that within 60 days 
they will pay for themselves and 
make plenty of profit. After the 
60-day period, they boast that the 
‘police can have ’em!’” 

Machines Boost Crime. 

Mayor Hartsfield pointed out 
that pinball games and slot ma- 
chines bring about increases in 
other crimes. 

“Last year, there were 107 bur- 
glaries of pinball machines in var- 
ious establishments,” he said. 
“Nothing else was looted except 
the machine.” 

He stressed that “war against 
gambling and crime is continu- 
ous,” saying: 

“There must never be a letup 
in the campaign against racketeer- 
ing and crime. The racketeers take 
advantage of the indifference of 
the public.

In Bridge 


By Harold Sharpsteen. 


Early in bridge, players are) 
|taught the Rule of Eight as a 
‘means of anticipating the com- 
|bined trick-taking strength of a 
partnership and to assist them in 
tentatively placing the balance of 
high-card power held by oppo- 
nents. 

For simplicity’s sake, players are 
taught to expect the average deal 
of bridge to produce about eight 
honor-tricks around the table; and 
that these eight honors should win 
eight of the total 13 tricks won in 
each deal. This 8-5 ratio is gen- 
erally applied to both trump and 
notrump contracts as a method for 
quickly judging the approximate | 
value of partnership hands. 

4-5-6 COUNT 

When combined hands contain 
four honor-tricks, a contract of 
one odd is considered compara- 
tively safe. 

With five honor-tricks com- 
bined, the partnership is told it 
may expect to make a contract 
of two odd. | 

A total of six honor-tricks com- 
bined signals a game zone. With 
rare exceptions, at either suit or 
notrump contracts, game should 
be possible, This is the basis of 
|game-forcing jump suit and no- 
| trump takouts holding 3 1-2 hon- 
or-tricks, after partner with 2 1-2 
to 3 honor-tricks, has opened the 
bidding.

ple; the retina is normally rich in 
vitamin A. 


Again I suggest to any one who | 
is excessively dazzled or blinded 
by glare or who suffers from any 
degree of night-blindness that a 
fair test of the value of vitamin A 
would be to take one hundred 
thousand (100,000) U. S. P. units 
of natural vitamin A (not caro- 
tene, which is only pro-vitamin A 
and must be changed into vitamin 
A in metabolism) daily for a week, 
and after that one capsule (25,000 
units) a day for several months, 
especially if improvement is ex- 
9 agape in the first week or so. 

oft capsules, each containing 
25,000 units of natural vitamin A 
concentrate, are easy for adults or 
children to take. 


In some instances of hypersensi- 
tivity to glare or troublesome 
night-blindness marked relief may 
be obtained from much smaller 
amounts of vitamin A. However, 
experience has shown that in 
many cases the optimal quantity 
I have suggested is necessary, and 
over a period of at least a week, 
to produce a definite result.

Slimming Program Depends 
Upon How Fat Was Gained 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Ways and means of getting slim, 


depend largely on the way you 
got fat. If overeating causes the 
excess, diet to remove it. If you 
gain weight easily, checkmate this 
aggravating tendency by develop- 
ing a preference for low calorie 
foods. If you have been a lazy- 
bones, exercise. 


Usually overeating, low calorie 
requirements or just pure laziness 
is at the root of avoirdupois—and 
usually it’s overeating. Its so 
pleasant and easy to do! When 
you consider how casually you 
annex 1,500 calories at a bridge 
luncheon, or 500 at a more modest 
afternoon tea, you begin to appre- 
ciate how hard it is not t over- 
eat! 

Even if you stay at home and 
eat three fairly plain meals a day, 
it is easy to overstep the 2,200 
calorie maximum of the average 
women. Just one and one-half 
extra pats of butter a day would 
cause a gain of one-fourth pound 
a week, or about 12 pounds in a 
year! 

The ideal way to deal with so- 
cial calories is to go on high vita- 
min, low calorie menus the fol- 
lowing day and use the surplus 
calories in energy right away. But 
when you have steadily exceeded 
your requirements over a period 
of time, the only answer is a bal- 
anced diet permitting you to lose 
at the rate of two pounds per 
week. Reducing isn’t as much fun 
as gaining, but you can take 
weight off faster than you can put 
it on—which should be some con- 
solation! 

Not all overweights are large 
eaters. - There are people with 
fuel requirements so low that 
everything they eat seems to turn 
into fat. A good percentage of 
these people belong to the short, 
stocky type and they wage a con- 
stant battle with the scales. If 
you fall into this group, “dieting” 
in the unpopular sense of the word 
is not for you. No, you will have 
to do something that will give you 
permanent control over your 
weight—you will have to learn to 
like the foods low in calories: 
fruits, vegetables, lean meats, sim- 
ple salads. When you learn to like 
these foods—as you will—there 
will be no more weight trouble 
for you. 

Or perhaps you are not getting 
too many calories. You. may be 
using too few! Everyone needs a 
certain amount of daily exercise, 
but in this age of hurry, hurry, 
hurry, it’s hard to find time for it. 
However this is a problem you 
must solve. You will be delighted 
with the effect a little invigorat- 
ing physical activity has on your 
health, weight and figure. 

Perhaps you are convinced that 
all your trouble is glandular. It 
isn’t likely,that anything is wrong 
that a good balanced diet won’t 
fix, but if your glands are mis- 
behaving, by all means see your 
doctor. Let him prescribe treat- 
ment and the diet you will require 
to bring your weight to normal.

Gunnar Myrdal, Sweden’s bril- 
liant: young sociologist, professor 
and parliamentarian, talked last 
night to delegates attending the 
annual convention of the Com- 
mission on Interracial Co-opera- 
tion. The meeting was held in the 
library of Atlanta University. 

Myrdal talked not on the inter- 


gc |mational affairs nor on Sweden’s 


economic progress but on Sweden’s 
technique of democracy. 

Education has -been Sweden’s 
chief asset. It was made com- 
pulsory in 1832 and a generation 
later Sweden was well on her way 
to literacy. Sweden has been na- 
tionally literate for many genera- 
tions, 

Certain great movements, reli- 
gion, trade unionism, co-operation; 
education and civil service, have 
given Sweden a working democ- 
racy in which the state is called 
upon to do less governing than in 


He described how trade unions 
had developed without a single 
professional organizer; how em- 
ployers had developed their own 
union and had so worked out their 
own problems that today the rival 
unions of employers and workers 
had almost .the same - point of 
view. 

He discussed the development of 
co-operatives, doing almost 50 per 
cent of the retail food business and 
enough of ell business to prevent 
any monopoly from raising prices 
beyond a fair profit level. 

Teaching positions and civil 
service positions have permanency 
of tenure. Emotionalism has been 
removed from parliamentary pro- 
ceedings. The masses of people, 
through adult education, have 
been made familiar with social re- 
forms and with the general prob- 
lems of sociology. 

Time after time he emphasized 
that reform in Sweden moved 
slowly. Rarely is any reform in 
laws brought about in less than 
half a year or a year. A commis-

Favorite Puts on Smash- 
ing Finish Before Near- 
ly 500,000 People.

by with a smashing drive down 
the stretch that ran _ his rivals 
into the emerald turf of Epsom 
Downs. 

Favored at 7 to 2 as the biggest 
field since 1922 cantered up to the 
post, Blue Peter, a chestnut son of 
Fairway and Fancy Free, ran the 
tortuous mile.and a half course as 
if he owned it. 

He came home striding smooth- 
ly and fully four lengths ahead of 
Edward Esmond’s Fox Cub with 
Lord Derby’s Heliopolis, the early 
leader, another three lengths back. 

The two American standard- 
bearers, William Woodward's 
Hypnotist and Ralph Beaver 
Strassburger’s Salford II., never 
seriously figured. Hypnotist, car- 
rying Woodward’s hopes of win- 
ning the Kentucky and English 
derbies’ in the same year, chal- 
lenged briefly, but finally wound 
up seventh. Salford II, was 12th. 

Blue Peter’s time was two min- 
utes, 36 4-5 seconds, well off the 
stake record of 2:32 3-5 set by S. 
Joel’s Pommern in 1915 when the 
race was run at Newmarket. The 
stake record as far at the Epsom 
Downs course is concerned was 
set at 2:34 flat by Lord Derby’s 
Hyperion. in 1933 and equalled by 
the Maharajah of Rajpipla’s Wind- 
sor Lad the following year. 

A crowd of close to half a mil- 
lion, including the Dukes of Kent 
and Gloucester, saw the powerful 
chestnut come rolling home in 
front, first favorite to win the der- 
by since 1935. 

It was an exceptionally popular 
victory among the “common peo- 
ple’ who had wagered thousands 
of crinkly pounds on the favorites 
sturdy back. 

The bookies were a little less 
enthusiastic. They dropped the 
equivalent of several million dol- 
lars on Blue Peter’s victory. 

When it was all over, Blue Pe- 
ter and his jockey, Ephriam Smith, 
were brought into the winner's 
circle. The jockey, touching whip 
to his cap in salute to occupants 
of the royal box just above him, 
was -the coolest person on the 
course. 

“Tt was easy all the way and 
just another job of work for me, 
said the 24-year-old jockey who 
had just ridden his first derby 
winner. “We never were serious- 
ly threatened after we reached the 
stretch and had fought off Fox 
Cub.” 

Lord Rosebery came out of the 
grandstand to lead in his winner. 
“I’m glad to carry on the tradition 
of my house,” he said.

Ellsworth Vines, better known 
for his tennis, also fell by the 
wayside, losing to John Baillieu, a 
splendid player from Australia, 2 
and 1, after giving a fine exhi- 
bition in turning back E. N. Rat- 
cliffe, of England, 4. and 3, earlier 
in the day in a second-round en- 
counter. 

Four putts eliminated Yates and 
they were all crowded into that 
one-half hour. - 

The first came at the tenth, 
where the Royal Liverpool course 
runs over to the edge of the Irish 
sea. Chapman, two up at the turn, 
had cracked a No. 3 iron pin high 
to the sloping green.

He tapped that 30- 
foot putt high on the hill and 
watched it roll until it reached 
the cup and disappeared. 

Momentarily Chapman faltered 
at the short llth, where he missed 
a putt and lost the hole, but he 
was back again at the 12th with 
a putt that finally broke the 
champion’s heart. After two great 
shots, Chapman’s ball lay high 
above the pin on the fringe of the 
green, 45 feet from the cup. Yates 
was dead in three and it looked 
as if Chapman would be lucky to 
get a half. 

But the New Englander bolted 
the ball down the hill with his 
ancient aluminum putter and it 
must have seemed to Yates to roll 
forever as it jumped across that 
fringe and rolled and fell and 
curved against the hill until it fi- 
nally vanished. 

Even then, though he was three 
up, the crooner wasn’t through. 
At the 14th, again smoking cigar- 
ets in chain fashion, Chapman 
dropped in an 18-footer to go four 
up. He marched from there to the 
15th, hit his third shot 20° feet 
dead above the hole and with 
scarcely a glance at the cup ram- 
med the putt down. 

Yates took off his old tan cap, 
ran his hand through his hair as 
the putt dropped, and then walked 
over and shook Chapman’s hand. 
“By George, that was miraculous,” 
said the champion. A _ half-hour 
later Charlie was singing, “Carry 
Me Back to Old Virginny.” 

Holt, a big, strong up-state New 
Yorker and Dixie champion, sim- 
ply outhit Coates. The English- 
man, a superb putter, reduced 
Holt’s lead to one hole at the short 
13th, but the American met the 
challenge like a champion and he 
may yet prove to be America’s 
best bet. 

Chapman meets A. S. G. Thom- 
son tomorrow morning and if 
s:ccessful will play Gordon Pe- 
ters, Scottish star, in the after- 
noon. Peters figures to give the 
New Englander a real test. Holt 
tackles J. W. Jones, of Birkdale, 
in the fourth round. If victorious, 
he probably will face Nugent 
Head in the afternoon. 

Two other champions were 
eliminated today. Charlie Tim- 
mis, local favorite, beat Hector 
Thomson two up and the British 
Walker cup player, Alex Kyle, de- 
feated Eric Fiddian, 2 and 1, but 
the defeat of Vines caused more 
comment. 

For nine holes this morning 
Elisworth looked like the finest 
golfer in the field. He started 
344 34 to be four up on Ratcliffe 
at the turn. This afternoon, how- 
ever, he started badly by hitting 
his second shot out of bounds at 
the first and didn’t recover until 
the eleventh. Then five down to 
Baillieu, Vines’ model swing be- 
gan to work and he cut the Aus- 
tralian’s lead to two holes. 

The defeat of Yates, Thomson 
and Fiddian left only one former 
champion in the field of 32, Dr. 
William Tweddell, who won in 
1927. Jim -.Bruen, 
Irish star, came through as ex- 
pected with a 3-and-2 decision 
over E. D. Hamilton, of Scotland. 
Arnold Bentley, English champion, 
also was beaten by I. A. Lyle, lo- 
cal player, 2 and 1.
